About 6,000 gallons of it were 
sold In Bloomington, 1,000 in Gibson, an< 
the remaining 5,000 in various cities and 
villages in Central Illinois. It brought an 
average price of 48c per gallon or 85,760 foi 
the product of 40 acres. This is $144 pei 
acre, and Messrs. Greer expect to double 
their acreage next season.
